DEPOSIT ROOM. 


Here a chip is taken from diametri- 


assayed to find out its value and what 
amount to pay the depositor. Thence 
we go to the Refinery, where the crude 
bullion is melted and boiled in large 
iron’ kettels ‘with sulphuric acid for 
some six hours. The silver is dis- 
solved and the gold sinks to the bot. 
tom. The gold is then washed with 
hot water and melted into shoe bars, 
value $8,000. The silver which we 
left as a solution of silver sulphate is 
removed from the large iron kettles 
into smaller ones and again boiled. 
It is now removed to a large vat, on 
the bottom of which are a number of 
cupper bars. The sulphuric acid hav- 
ing a greater affinity for copper than 
it has for silver, unites with the cop- 
per and leaves the silver free. The 


SILVER 


is now put in large filters and washed 
with hot water and pressed under hy- 
draulic pressure into large cheese-like 
cakes, value about $850. The washed 
gold is not pressed. The silver cake 
is dried in a furnace and then melted 
into shoe bars, the value of which bar 
is $250. The gold and silver shoe bars 
are broken into three separate pieces 
and each melted with ten per cent. of 
A small quantity of the first 
and last dip is dropped while in a 
moulten condition into water and the 
granulated particles assayed. If the 
proper percentage of copper has been 
added, the melted gold and silver are 
separately moulded in long bars 
called - 


* 
INGOTS. 


These ingots are then rolled into long 
slips, cut in two and annealed half an 
hour in copper cannisters. The an- 
nealing is done to make them soft; 
before this they are like steel strips. 
The gold strips are greased with bees- 
wax and the silver ones with tallow. 
To grease the slip in other Mints re- 
guires the services of one map, but 
Charles Mexzder, one of the employes, 
has invented a small attachment to 
the draw bench, whereby the bars are 
greased as they pass through the draw. 
The draw bench makes the bars of 
uniform size in width and thickness. 
Then comes the cutting machine 
which cuts out the 


BLANKS. 


Five of these blanks are weighed and 
if of proper weight all the blanks are 
then washed, to free from grease, then 
milled. The silver blanks are then 
whitened in a furnace-at read heat for 
about fifteen minutes. The gold 
blanks are whitened in air tight iron 
boxes. Should the air be admitted 
they would blacken. The silver blanks 
are then washed in Lot dilute sulphu- 
ric acid. The gold ones are washed 
in hot dilute nitric acid. The gold 
blanks are also adjusted i, e. weighed 
and filed, if two heavy, i in the adjust- 
ing room. before they are milled. 
Both blanks are steam dried in Bass- 
wood sawdust. then they are 
stamped, sent to the’ adjusting room 
and adjusted, then put in sacks, 
weighed and put in boxes for ship- 
The boxes containing silver 
hold $2,000. 

Such in brief is a description of the 
whole process, a process as interest

These apply so nicely to Reno 
that we reproduce them: 


We have no efficient fire organiza- 
tion. Our gallant firemen who have 
time and again saved our property 
holders from a disastrous conflagra- 
tion, depend almost exclusively upon 
voluntary contributions and upon their 
own pockets for the means of defray- 
ing necessary expenses. This cannot 
last forever, and we may, some day, if 
we go on as now, find vurselves in our 
need without any fire company to 
save us from destruction. 

Our streets are ungraded, undrained 
and uncleaned. They are the recep- 
tacles for all kind of refuse,and refuse 
soon becumes filth. Under existing 
circumstances neither grading, drain- 


jage nor cleanliness can. be accom- 


plished save in a most unsatisfactory 
manner, and then only by voluntary 
contributions. 

The Chinese Colony is located in the 
heart of the town, on a street that but 
for their presence would be the most 
desirable for residences and for cer- 
tain classes of business that are here 
in our limits,” Nearly one-half of our 
people have to pass through the Chi- 
nese quarter, with all its accompania- 
ments of filth and obscenity, to reach 
their places of business or to visit their 
friends on the other side: of town; and 
the school chiidren have to traverse it 
two or three times a day. 

All these, and many other existing 
evils which we have nut space to enu- 
merate, could be obviated, provided 
we had a city charter; a charter which 
would enable us to protect ourselves 
against fire; to properly grade, drain, 
and clean our streets; aod furcc. the 
Chinese to establish their “Chinatown,” 
with all its vice and nuastiuess, in some 
out of the way locality, ‘where our 
people will not have its offensiveness 
continually thrust under their eyes 
und noses. 

We have, besides these, other fivi- 
sances to abate, among which come 
our dance houses and others of that 
ilk, which it would at least be advis- 
able to remove to the back streets and 
away from the business portion of 
town. None of these matters can be 
controlled without incorporation, and 
it should be the part of every guod 
citizen to help compile a practical, 
economical act, by which these desir- 


able ends may be served.
